EYES OF GREAT BRITAIN FIXED 
ON ITS PREMIER TO SETTLE 
TROUBLE

London, April 30.— Approximately 
1,000,000 miners and 
workers 
in 
closely 
associated 
callings 
were 
ready today to plunge Great Britain 
into industrial war if the efforts of 
union leaders, mine owners and poli­ 
ticians fail to find a settlement for 
the coal dispute before midnight to­ 
night. 


The eyes of Great Britain were on 
Prem ier Stanley Baldwin, who was 
understood to be hesitating to em­ 
ploy the one sure means of averting 
a simultaneous strike and lockout. 
T hat means would be continuance of 
the government subsidy to the coal 
industry, which, since it first was 
granted in August of last year, has 
cost 
the 
treasury 
approximately 
$ 1 0 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Baldwin probably would 
pledge 
the treasury to pay the wage differ 
ence between what the miners de­ 
mand and what the owners can pay, 
provided both parties would promise 
a definite settlement of their dispute 
w ithin a limited period. 
If no such 
promise is made there is speculation 
w hether the premier, as a last resort, 
would proclaim temporary state con­ 
trol of the mines, under the emer­ 
gency powers act, passed during the 
war. 
Then the government could 
impose reorganization of the mining 
industry, as might be necessary. 
The night shift of miners will not 
retu rn to work tonight unless the 
dispute is settled, A. J. Cook, secre­ 
tary of the Miners’ Federation, said 
today. 
“ Today’s shift in the mines will 
be the last unless the federation in­ 
structs the men to the 
contrary,” 
said Cook. 
It is understood the owners have 
formulated proposals to increase the 
work day from seven to eight hours 
and to agree to the new scales of 
wages on a national instead of a dis­ 
trict basis. 
The miners heretofore 
have 
in­ 
sisted that their 
hours 
of 
labor 
should remain at seven and 
their 
wages should not be reduced. 


SOUGHT TO KILL 
TWO TRUSTIES BY

Birmingham, Ahu, April SO.—(F 
P )—Details of a riot at Flat Top 
prison mine yesterday when 44) In­ 
furiated convicts sought to kill 
two check 
runners by 
hurling 
sticks of dynamite at them came 
to light today as officials Inquired 
Into the disorders there. 
Calmly and deliberately, It was 
officially stated, the convicts set 
out to kill Whitey Freeman and 
Tom Tucker, two white “check 
runners" or “straw bosses" who 
had given testimony before the 
grand jury Investigating alleged 
cruelties to prisoners In favor of 
prison officials. 
Both Freeman 
and Tucker are trusties. 
Attacked by 40 shouting men, 
carrying pick handles and other 
weapons, the trusties fled Into a 
small passage in the mine where 
they barricaded themselves. When 
they refused to emerge convicts 
hurled dynamite sticks, timed to 
explode the moment they struck. 
Flying rocks showered around the 
check runners. 
The roar of the 
exploding dynamite brought the 
guards. As soon as the two trus­ 
ties had been sent to the surface 
the riots underground broke out 
anew, this time the guards being 
the object of the infuriated attack.

in the house of commons to seek a 
last minute peaceful settlement. 
The cabinet was in

minutes. 
There was considerable activity in 
the lobbies where opinion was unani­ 
mous th a t the situation was grave. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, the for­ 
eign secretary, in a speech this af­ 
ternoon, said: 
“According to my 
latest information the 
position 
is 
very serious.” 
It was understood th at the privy 
council has been summoned to meet 
at Buckingham Palace to discuss the 
coal crisis. 
King George has left 
Windsor Castle for London. 
Conservative 
quarters 
confirmed 
th a t the miners had 
rejected 
the 
owners' offer, although the miners 
indicated that they “ merely had sub­ 
m itted a counter proposal.” 
The developments increased specu­ 
lation rgearding the possibility that 
Baldwin might make use of the dras­ 
tic emergency powers 
act, 
passed 
during the Lloyd George regime to 
cope with the situation. 
Miners and mine owners are ready 
for peace or war. 
Arrangements 
have been made to feed one million 
prospective strikers for a tim e in the 
event of a strike but the extent to 
which the remainder of the 4,000,- 
000 trade-unionists would assist is 
not known.

This huge sum will be paid in an­ 
nual installments by the countries 
that borrow $10,555,948,079.60 from 
America during and after the war to 
tide them over financial difficulties. 
The sum of nearly $22.OOO,OOO.OOO 
includes all the principal and inter 
est at various rates. 
Six foreign countries are still in­ 
debted to the United States for war 
loans.

A debt commission

Russia has 
openly repudiated its debt and Ar­ 
menia has ceased to exist as an in­ 
dependent nation, thus leaving these 
two debts of $270,000,000 a total 
loss to the United States. 
President Coolidge approved such 
a settlement as just to both nations 
and necessary to prevent curtailment 
of sale by our farmers of their sur­ 
plus crops abroad.

affect the lightweight class. 
^ There are two very good reasons to believe that if the refired lightweight 
champion returns to the ring tic will come back as a welterweight. 
These 
reasons are1 
weight and money. 
It will do no good to dig nit Hie old pros and cons of the argument th.it 
Leonard hadn’t been able to make the weigh! for two years before he retired 
from active competition. 
There were secret weighings and such things, a betraying hulk of flesh 
around his belt and a recognized dislike* of strenuous training thai caused a 
belief he couldn’t make 135 pounds. 
But Leonard always insisted Hint he could make the weight when neces­ 
sary and he ought to he the only one in the know. 
It cannot he disputed, however, that Leonard, after indulging in light 
training only for two years, would find it less difficult to get himself in 
shape to fight at 147 pounds even if the competition in the lightweight divi­ 
sion would not require that he he too strong at 135 pounds. 
The money angle is the bfg angle to Leonard, however. 
It is to all cham­ 
pions and it is not the fault of a business man. 
If the New York Boxing commission follows precedent, Leonard will have 
to resume his profession as a challenger and as a challenger he could demand 
officialy only 12V6 per cent of tin* receipts. 
There arc such things as two 
entrants put across without the knowledge of tile commission, however, urn! 
it would be up to him to get the best terms possible. 
On the assumption that he would follow the spirit of tile rule and accept 
the challenger’s percentage in* could get much more for his end by fighting 
Mickey Walker for the welterweight championship than by trying to regain 
his lightweight title from Rocky Kansas. 
Kansas is a fine and deserving little fellow hut he hasn’t the following to 
draw the crowd. 
If lie fought Leonard, it would he Benny who would draw 
the crowd and Benny is too good ii business man to let an opponent draw 
37Vi per cent of the receipts on his name and rep. 
There is this to be considered also. The lightweight championship would 
he little more than an annoyance to Leonard and the welterweight title 
would be a decided asset. 
There is plenty of competition in the welterweight ( lass and practically 
none in the lightweight division, 
it has tp he assumed, of course, that 
Leonard has a good chance to heat Walker. 
If Leonard fought Kansas and lost, he would have to change a lot of bill­ 
board signs that advertise him as the retired undefeated lightweight cham­ 
pion and that means a lot in a business way. 
Leonard always has been very proud of his record and on several occa­ 
sions he told his friends that Jack McAuliffe, tin* original, retired unbeaten 
champion was a smart bird and he was going to follow his example. 
Against Walker, the former lightweight champion would have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. 
It is doubtful that Walker could knock him 
out and if the bout went the limit Leonard’s superior cleverness ought to 
win for him. 
lf lie inst the decision it would mean nothing more than Benny 
Leonard, a welterweight, was beaten. 
It will he interesting to hear the verdict of the boxing commission if 
Leonard asks for a license to return to competition. 
Willie Harmon and Joe 
Dundee are ahead of Leonard on Hie list of welterweight eligibles and the 
commission might ask him to beat Harmon or Dundee if he is to he consid­ 
ered as a welterweight challenger.
